OUR FLOATING POPULATION— 
WHAT WE SHOULD DO FOR 
THEM. 



The close of tlie mining season for nil but 
a few claims favorably situated for winter 
vork, is now not far distant. Already the 
first instalment of returning miners have 
made their appearance, and additions to 
their number may bo expected from this out I 
by nearly every steamer from tho river. I 
Some of these men havo had no cause to re- I 
gret their trip to the upper country. They 
havo secured for themseves a competeuce. 
Others have made enough to enable them 
either to try their luck again in the diggings, 
or embark in aomequieterenterpriso. But, as 
in every mining coutry, there will be found 
quite a number who havo not been success- 
ful and who arc not far from being — to use 
an expressive mining phrase— "dead broke." 
Now it is evidently tho duty of the people of 
these Colonies not to neglect tho men who 
have been toiling amid tho mountains and 
swamps ot n rugged country like Cariboo, 
to unfold tho hidden wealth which there lies 
buried. They are a hardy, intelligent, ener- 
getic and valuable population which any 
country might well be proud ol, and which 
we should endeavor by all means to retain. 
In order to effect this desirable object we 
must not stand idle and lot things take their 
natural course. Wo must provide some aW 
traction, both for those who have been lucky 
and those who have had the mistortunc to be 
unsuccessful. Recreation and amusement 
should be provided for the ono class, and 
plenty of employment for the other to enable 
them to recover some of thoir lost ground. 
Of places of amusement wo hnvo no doubt 
privato enterprise will supply th-3 demand. 
Theatre goers will this winter have an op- 
portunity of witnessing some of the most 
prominent artists of the California stage. 
But there is a great want of a different kind 
of recreation fur those who may chose to 
spond their evenings moro quietly, and, we 
may say, profitably. Wo want something in 
the shape of Mechanics Institute with a good 
library of books of instruction and amuse- 
ment, and also that most necessary of all ad- 
juncts in this country, a museum containing 
at least geological and mincralogial speci 
mens. In connection with the institution we 
might have a course of popular Ieitures, both 
entertaining and instructive, similar to somo 
of those we have hud in previous years. If 
we had some such place of resort it would 
have the eflect of keeping men oat of some 
thing worse, and at tho same time enable 
ihem to inform themselves upon many mat 
ters very necessary for them to know. If a 
few of our leading men were to concern them- 
selves about the matter it would not be very 
difficult to organize, something of the kind 
above suggested, by subscription. After that 
thero would be little difficult in keeping it up. 

As regards the question of employment 
there is certainly need for us to bestir our 
selves if we do not wish to seo men leave 
town for wanl of it. Tho Corporation has 
evidently done tho greater portion of the work 
it had to accomplish at once. It is not 
likely, |therafore, that it can give work to 
many from this out. Tho Government is, 
therefore, the next public body we must 
turn to. It wiil be necessary for it to pro 
ceed as soon as possible with the works for 
•which money has already been granted, The 
large sum voted for tho improvement of the 
harbor should certainly be made to con- 
tribute to tho support of our men who are in 
wnnt of work this winter. Why is the un- 
dertaking not proceeded with ? If a dredg 
ing machine be what is required we ought to 
have had one out by this time, even if it were 
constructed by our own machinists. Let 
something bo done at once that will give 
work to our destitute miners ere they become 
disgusted with the country, and leave it in 
search of what they may imagine a better. 
If proper steps nre only taken to retain our 
population by affording them similar advan- 
tages to what they may obtain in San Fran- 
cisco, there is a possibility of our even re- 
ceiving accessions from California. Should 
the American Government seek to enforce 
the draft in that Stalo many would be likely 
to leave it 10 avoid being drawn. Vancouver 
Island and British Columbia are the only 
places north of San Francisco, where non- 
fighting men 'could go, so} that wo would 
likely come in for ourj share. Tho continu- 
ance of the beef embargo, on account of the 
" condition of things on the Pacific coast" 
would seem to indicate that the extension of 
the draft to California is no mere matter of 
form, but on the contrary tint it is intended 
to be actively enforced in that State. This 
prospect is certainly not a pleasing one for an 
American who has beon all summer here, or 
it may all the last three years toiling in the 
diggings of Cariboo and who may wish to 
spend tho winter of tho year " down at the 
Bay" and will no doubt be not without its 
effect in deterring many of them from leav- 
ing the colony, at least just at present. They 
will in all probability wisely come to the 
conclusion that there are worse places than 
Victoria, and wo should see that they are nol 
deceived in their opinion.

XiATBR FROM CARIBOO AND BRIT- 
ISH COLUMBIA. 



The steamers Caledonia and Enterprise 
arrived on Saturday from New iVestminstor, 
bringing a number of passengers, and from 
•70,000 to 880,000 in treasure, by Express 
and in private hands. 
Barnard's Express arrived on tho Caledo- 
1 nia, having left Richfield on the 27th ult., 
the day after the Escort. 

Advices from our correspondent in Cari- 
boo are to the 27th, but Irom a gentleman 
who left tho day subsequently and arrived on 
the Enterprise on Saturday, having mado the 
trip through to Victoria in eight days and a 
few hours, fthe quickest time on record.) 
we have the following additional interesting 
information, upon which we place implicit 
roliance. 

Tho Welsh Company had got down their 
third shaft, and were again on tho lead taking 
out good pay. 

The Caledonia Company, who have spout 
so much money in prospecting their claim, 
and were lately taking out big pay, have un- 
fortunately lost their shaft. 

The Glasgow or Keelio Company, on 
the meadows, below the Richfield Company, 
had struck a rich prospect. It was believed 
to be tho best claim on the meadows. 

There was supposed to be n rich lead 
through the meadows as far as Willow river. 

Tho Cameron Company were working 
thrco shafts, taking out from 180 to 190 oz. a 
day regularly. The dividends were from 
81-400 to $1800 a week to tho share. 

There were sixty-six men engaged on this 
claim and the daily expenses amounted to 
«G00 or $700. 

The Barker Company wore making a 
weekly dividend of from $1,000 to 31,400. 

- The Lillooet Company had lost their fifth 
■haft, but were certain of the load running 
through their claim. They had commenced 
their sixth shaft under the management of 
Mr, Jack, n competent Australian miner, 
nnd theru was no fear of any further bungling. 

The Tinker company were taking out tho 
biggost kind ol pay on the Cameron lino. 

Tho Arabin company wero taking out from 
80 to 100 ounces a -day out ol their upper 
abaft. This claim joins tho Cameron on tho 
lower sido. 

Tho Watty claim, near the Cameron, was 
worked out. They took out $160,000 in 100 
feet of ground. 

The Grier claim was ngain paying the 
•amo as last year. 

Major Downio had brought in a ditch, a 
distance of 7 miles, and was prospecting his 
claim on the meadows adjoining the Enter- 
prise, vigorously and in a workmanlike man- 
ner. 

One of tho greatest undertakings in the 
history of mining operations in British 
Columbia had been undertaken by the 
Cameron, Tinker and other companies, who 
havo just commenced a bed rock tunnel, some 
1,700 foet below their lower line, commencing 
below tho Princo of Wales ground. It will 
bo six feet wide at the bottom, four feet at 
tho top, and six foot high, and will strike the 
lower line of the Cameron company. This 
■will be the greatest boon to all the companies 
above, enabling them to drain off their water 
and save their shafts in future, from caving. 

All these claims will then bo easily 
drained, and the pay-dirt will bo all washed 
on the bed-rock without the trouble of 
hoisting to the surface. 

This great enterprise will cost about 
$25,000, out of which the Cameron company 
will contribute 810,000. 

Tho Escort left Williams creek on the 
26th ultimo, nud wcro passed at Soda creek 
last Saturday week. They were not going 
by Williams lake, but by Captuin Nind's 
orders, were very properly keeping the wagon 
road. 

Mr. Mclnnis, who left Williams creek on 
the 28th and arrived on the Enterprise, pur- 
chaied Mr. Cameron's hotel, in Cameron 
town, with tho Saloon and stock. Mr. Sten- 
house, of Victoria, is now manager of tho 
Establishment. 

Mr. Cary will not leave Williams Creek 
bofore the 20th of September. Ho will fol- 
low .Tudgo Begbio to Williams Lake. 

Mr. Barry, oi the Forks, had completed his 
saloon in Cameron Town, at a cost of 840,- 
000. It is a magnificent building, and would 
do credit even to Victoria. 

Judgo Bcgbie laid the foundation log of 
tho Hospital on the 24th, in the presence of 
tho hon. Donald Fraser, Judge O'Reilly, Mr. 
Eliryn, and others. 

The Rev. Dr. Evans had finished his 
church in Camorontown. The Rev. Lacliin 
Toylor preached the opening sermon to o 
largo and attentive congregation. 

Mr. Cameron will leave Williams Creek 
this fall for Canada with mom money than 
any throe men that ever left Cariboo. It is 
said that he will tako awoy from §250,000 to 
6300,000 ! 

McDonald's bank was doing a largo busi- 
ness. Mr. Cocker will winter on the crcok. 

A Board of Miners was to be elected by 
the free minors about tho 1 fi th . 

There was a scarcity of water on the crook. 
The Cameron Company had to stop working 
one of tboir shafts in conseqenco. 

FROM THE " 11RITI3II COLUMBIAN." 
Mr. Humphrey, tho efficient Express agent, 
arrived yestorday by the ateamor Reliance. 
The news is unimportant. The rich claims 
continue to yiold about as usual. No now 
strikes of any importance. The quartz ox- 
citomcnt continues, and many are out prospect 
ing. 'i here is every confidence felt in several 
of the leads already discovered. Provisions 
continue firm at prices last quoted. The road 
from tho Mouth of Quesnollo is just about 
finished, and Captain Grant was discharging 
tbe men. A considerable number of men 
were on the way down. The Escort left three 
days before the Express, and were passed by 
it at Soda Creek. Their stocU had given out, 
and Davidson hitched his horses on to the 
waggon to give them u lift. They were 
believed to have something over 3100,000. 
Tbo road from Yale to Lytton is to bu opened 
in ten days for traffic, two men were ar- 
rested at Yale on suspicion of being concerned 
in ths murder of Olegg. Mr. McLean was 
out on the road with a number of men watch- 
ing lor the murderers. On the evening of the 
25th two men camo along and wore chal- 
lenged, but as they did not reply but com- 
menced to run tho parly fired upon them, 
discharging 8 shots, and it is believed, wound- 
ing ono of them. They trucked tliera next 
day, but at latest accounts Ihcy had not been 
caught. One of them was seen by an Indian 
a few days aftorwatds back in the mountains. 
He told the Indian McLean had shot at him. 
The papers taken from the person of poor 
Clegg, together with the oanlenas, have 
been recovered. Tho papers included notes 
of haud, to., of the value of $40,000. Mr. 
Dodge paid the Indian $200 fur finding 
them. 

Admiral Kingdoms,' R. N.. nnd suito, 
accompanied by Captain Frank lyo, of Nan- 
aimo, went up by the steamer ltelinnco on 
Wednesday. They arrived at Yale on Thnrs' 
day, and rode out as far as the Suspension 
Bridge, returning lust evening to this city. 
The Admiral expressed himself highly 
pleased with everything ho saw, especially 
tho splendid bridge, and before debarking ho 
thanked dipt. Irving on his own behalf and 
that of tho party for tho excellent accommo- 
dation and kind attention accorded them 
during tho trip. H. M. gunboat Forward 
came round yesterday, nnd will tako tho Ad- 
miral to his ship this morning 



A public meeting called by the Mayor 
urion a requisition numerously signed by the 
people was held in the Hyack Hall lust even- 
ing, for the purpose of considering tho pro- 
priety of presenting an address to Admiral 
Kingcombe. The Mayor havirg been ap- 
pointed to act us chairman, and Mr. Robson 
as secretary, a draft of an address was sub- 
milted and adopted. It was then moved by- 
Mr. Holbrook, seconded by Mr. Rnmago, and 
carried, lhat a deputation, consisting of 
Mayor Dickinson, Councillor Armstrong, and 
Mr. J. T. Scott, Captain of tho Firo Company, 
bo appointed lo sign the address on behalf J 
the people, and present it to the Admiral, alter 
which tho metting was adjourned. 

There is to be a meeting of the shareholders 
of the B. C. & V. Steam Navigation Com- 
pany in Victoria, on Monday next, when it is 
expected that radical changes will take pluce 
in the management and general affairs. 
Meanwhile sevoral shareholders have sold at 
15 cents in the dollar, which would seem to 
indicate anything but a healthy stato of 
things.

Letter from Mr. John Morris. 
Grimly Camp, Williams Creek, Cariboo, ) 
20th August, 1803. J 

Editor British Colonist.— Since the date 
of my last note two additional strikes have 
been made upon this creek. 

The weather is very flno, water is conse- 
quently becoming scarce, and may be the 
means of inconvooicneo.to mining purposes. 

The foundation of the Williams Creek IIos> 
pital was laid by Judgo Degbio and the Gold 
Commissioner, Mr. O'lliolly, on tho 24th 
inst. The miners now anxiously awaiting the 
recognition and substantial aid by the Gov- 
ernment of ihi3 truly benevolent institution, 
having undertaken the erection of the work 
which will bo ready nud receive patients 
within a month from this date. 

Amongst the arrivals upon the creek are 
the Hon. Donald Friuer and the Rt. Rev. Dr. 
Demers, R. C. Biihop. 

Many persons are leaving tho creek, owing 
to want of employment. Many more will 
leave also before the fall from the same cause. 
Nevertheless, tho mines are yielding well, 
and the various companies ore taking out 
gold, and prospecting is progressing con- 
fidingly nnd spiritedly ; nnd it is to be hoped 
that the courageous companies combating the 
difficulties of tho deep prospecting on toward 
Willow River will be rewarded with success. 
The express as now conducted is of great 
benefit and accommodation to this disirict. 
Miners now can be accommodated with light 
packages from Victoria within 20 or 30 days 
from tho d;ito of giving orders therefor. 

Jt is to be hoped that gold quartz lodes will 
soon be discovered to justify the formation of 
companies for the working thereof. Quartz 
bearing gold has been struck ill two locali- 
ties recently ; but parties are timid in mad— 
ling with it yet. 

Tho Escort left yesterday for Now West- 
minster, it being the second trip downward 
from this creek. The loss on the first trip 
to the Colony was £7000, the last trip 
may bo about £4000. You see therefore 
that the Escort as now established will not 
be supported by the miners. llore are 
£11 000 thrown away, and if, as it has been 
promised, that two other trips will be made 
this season, the loss to the Colony — or rather 
to tho mines— will exceed $20,000— an am- 
ple fund to complete the road from Que3uelle 
to this creek ; or to make a short trail from 
the Forks hero in a direction represented 
by relinblo authority, to enablo miners to get 
in a mouth earlier and get out a month later 
than by tho present trails now used. To this 
point 1 would respectfully call the attention 
of the Executive. Any trail which would, at 
a light expense, add two months to the short 
season of Cariboo would iudecd be an inval- 
uable benefit to the minors as well as to the 
Colony.

CARIBOO. 

[from our special correspondent.] 

Richviuld, August 27th, 1863. 
Through the kindness of Mr. Elwyn, of the 
Gold Escort, I am enabled to send you some 
Cariboo news. While mentioning this fact, I 
think it advisable to advert to the Escort 
itself, in order that your readers, many of 
whom are so vitally interested in its exist- 
ence, may form pome idea of tho utility and 
general efficiency of this r^iusi military force. 
It would be useless to deny that tho Escort 
in a strictly mercantile point of view has not 
hitherto paid expenses, and whether it will 
ever do so on its present basis is doubtful. 
N'o thinking mind will be astonished at this. 
Several causes combined havo led to such a 
result. In the first place, the prime outlay 
necessary in equipping tho men, building 
suitnblo stables for their animals, and pro- 
viding rations at a time when every article of 
food is enormously high, must necessarily be 
very great. The miners ulso, upon whose 
support the Escort relies, have not shown 
more confidence in its security us a means of 
transport than might have been expected. 
Very few men in tho mines, even among the 
oducated classes, liko to part with large sums 
of money which they can always, with a little 
precaution, safely secure in their cabin. 
Honce there must bo some strong inducoment 
offered before they will alter their purpose, or, 
more properly speaking, change their antip- 
athy to losing sight ol their treasure. '■ The 
Escort has not been tried ; I may lose all if I 
send by it ; I won't incur the risk by sending 
my gold by it." Such tins been the con- 
clusion which many miners arrived at some 
time ago. But a chaugu lor the belter is 
taking place, and a feeling in favor of the 
permanence of tho Escort is daily growing 
stronger. This second trip will prove the 
correctness of my assertion, for, as I am in- 
formed, Mr. Eylwin takes down some f 120,- 
000, or nearly double the amount taken down 
last trip. 

Ouo very important fact which is generally 
•verlooked from its want of prominence de- 
serves especial notice ; it is this — two courts 
of assize iu Carriboo have passed away, 
and wc are on the evo of u third, 
yet not a single caso i* or has been set 
dow.i in tho calendar. This is unprecedented. 
About tho same time last year tho com- 
munity were startled and appalled by tho 
commission of a horrible murder. Three un- 
fortunate gentlemen loft tho Forks With a 
largo amount of gold on their way down to 
Victoria. A short time after they had left 
their bodies were found hacked to pieces, no 
doubt for purposes of robbery, for the gold 
was gone. This tragedy was tho forerunnor 
of others, and u great state of insecurity pre- 
vailed throughout Central British Columbia. 
The well known fact that the miners carried 
down their own gold led to this. All is now 
changed. An Escort exists, and by it tho 
gold is sent down. The same inducement 
therefore does not now exist to tompt 
marauders to commit crime. In iluolf too 
the presence of such an effective body of men 
has, independent of its practical use, a most 
salutary piled on the minds of evil-doers. To 
the Escort theroforo may be attributed much 
of tho security of life and property which pre- 
vails — not forgotting, however, that very 
groat credit is due to the supreme Judge of 
the colony for his fearless administration of 
criminal law, and the terror with which he 
has inspired the worst characters in the coun- 
try. 1 have heard men boldly say, that, 
were it not lor him, nnd wcro they in another 
country, they would speedily " settle" their 
adversary with a revolver. 

Before quitting the subject, I may venture 
upon suggesting some alterations, which 
seem to me to be advisable; In tho first 
place, a scale of charges should bo adopted 
instead of the present uniform rate. The 
man who sends down 850,000 should not bo 
charged so much in proportion as ho who 
sends only S5.0UO. Make a deduction, say of 
ono quarter or ono eightli ^of one) percent, 
on every S5, 000, over und above §10,000, on 
which, and up lo which sum tho highest rate 
should be charged. A premium would thus 
be olfored to rich miners to send down their 
dust in large quantities. 

In the second place, the Government might, 
with excellont effect, charge, one per eent. 
export duty on all gold-dust above, say 8500, 
taken from the mines. This impost on 
$8,000,000 (tho amount expected to bo ob- 
tained from tho mines this your) would reulizo 
$80,000. The Escort might then reduce its 
present high rate to two per cent., and every 
miner would bu sure to avail himself of its 
facilities. Thus, $240,000, less Ihreo per 
cent, on tho trilling sum sent down in privato 
hands, would find its vvuy to tho Treasury, 
and tho surplus, after paying tho expenses 



of tho Escort, should form a sinking fiind for 
insurance. For in&urnnce, one per cent 
moro might be added by the Escort, making 
in all, four per cent, for export tnx, escort 
charge, and insurance premium ; the latter, 
of course, being entirely optional with the 
owner of the gold. Some such guarantee, or 
some scheme perhaps more advisable, must 
be adopted to 3eourc complete und lasting 
success, n' id it will be productive of much 
mischief as well as a cause of regeneration of 
all the evils of last year, if the Escort is not 
firmly Supported. A better selection of officers 
and tnea could not bo made. Apart from 
their usefulness, they are fine fellows, nnd 
thoroughly to be dopendod upon in any 
emergency that may arise. Let the Govern- 
ment, therefore, give immediate cflcct to tho 
scheme abovo proposed, which is, In fact, one 
strongly recommended by tho Grand Jury. 

The claims on tho creek continue to pay 
steadily. No new " strikes " have been made 
since I last wrote.

Tho present stale of the mining laws is ex- 
ercising a very injurious effect upon Cariboo 
generally. 

OfCitf NkWs to U'b Chronicled ?— We 
havo occasionally had nonsensical charges 
levied against us by our contemporaries of 
filching from their columns. Tho public 
havo an aversion to newspaper squabbles, 
and would feel no interest in learning how 
completely wo could turn tho tables, but the 
public do feel an interest in the news of tho 
day, and expect journalists to place them in 
possession of the earliest information upon 
matters oi importance. On Friday last we 
announced, and on Saturday confirmed the 
highly important news that the beef embargo 
instead of being removed would be more 
rigidly enforced than befoie, and yet up to 
the present lime tho Chronicle has not con- 
tained one word on the subject. The Evening 
Express, of Saturday, acknowledging tho 
great importance of the intelligence has a 
loading article on tho subject wherein it 
coolly speaks of " our latest advices" with- 
out over having published those advices, 
plainly indicating that it never had any ad- 
vices to publish.
